Subject.—Rajiv Gandh Environment Awaid For Clean Technology. 

G.S.R. 596(E).—In continuation of the notification bearing G S.R. 
736(E) of 26tb August, J992 on National Awards for Prevention of Pollution, 
f he following addition is being made. 

On the occasion of the golden jubilee anniversary of his birth, the Gov¬ 
ernment of India have d -crd-V to institute a National Award named after Shri 
Rajiv Gandhi to encourage the adoption of clean process technologies bv in¬ 
dustries, particularly those in the highly polluting categories. 

This is in special recognition of the late Prime Minister’s vigorous efforts 
at technological upgradation, and his particularly acute environmental sensiti¬ 
vity. 
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The Award will be granted in the form of a trophy to the meritorious unit 
/hich makes a significant and measurable contribution towards the development 
jf new, or innovative modification of existing, or remarkable adoption and use 
ff clean technologies and practices that substantially reduce, eliminate or prevent 
environmental pollution. 

Pollution prevention aims at improving the quality of air, soil and water, 
it conserving natural resources and at preventing the generation of pollutants 
hrough viable and cost effective means. 

The activities can include new technologies that save energy or o'her re- 
ources, product reformulation or substitution tc use fewer polluting materials, 
md modified or new processes which reduce pollution. 

In the existing scheme of National Awards for the Prevention of Pollution, 
is notified on 26th August, 1992 'here is a provision for 23 awards to be given 
lach year, one in each of the identified eighteen categories of highly polluting 
ndustries (sugar, fertiliser, cement, fermentation and distilleries, aluminium, 
retro-chcmicals, thermal power, caustic soda, oil refinery, copper smelting, sul- 
rhuric acid, zinc smel ing, iron and steel, tanneries, pulp and paper, dye and 
lye intermediates, pesticides, pharmaceuticals), and five in the small-scale 
:ategory. 

While reviewing the nominations for these awards, the Selection Committee 
hall identify the best among these, particularly from the angle of adoption of 
lean technology, for the Rajiv Gandhi Environment Award for Clean Techno- 
ogy. 

The significance of the contribution, both in qualitative as well as quan- 
itative terms,, as well as measurable impact on the environment will be among 
ne major criteria for selection. 
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
